WANT TRANSIENT DEALERS 
TAXED 


[Petition Presented to the City Council 
to Prevent Ontsideis Selling Coal 
in the City. 


— 


The first item of business after 
the reading of the minutes, at 
Jast night’s council meeting, was 
a petition signed by thecity coal 
dealers asking that a by-law be 
passed putting a licence fee on 
dealers in thecity who do not keep 
amine in operation all the year 
around and maintain a city office 
throughout the year. 

The license was presented by 
Mr. Ewing who addressed the 
council in behalf of the petition- 
ers. The argument advanced in 
favor of granting the license was 
that a considerable proportion 
of the dealer’s cost was the ex- 
pense. of transporting the ‘coal 
from the mine to the city, that 
when hauling is easy and profits 
comparatively large a number 
of outsiders bring coal into the 
city and sell it thus cutting into! 
the business of the established 
dealer, but when spring opens 
and the season of difficult trans- 
portation and small profits is at 
hand the transient dealer drops | 
out the game ard leaves the 
regular coal merchant to supply ! 
the city. To provide for this the |

city dealer had to construct large | 


storage sheds which could be 
filled in winter.

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This condition could not be | 


continued and the coalmen 
would have either to go out of 
business or raise the price of 
coal at some seasons of the year. 
The purpose of the bylaw was to 
put the coal men under the same 
protection as that enjoyed by 
other merchants. It was held 
that to do so would not be 
granting a monopoly as anyone 
could go into the business at any 
time and providing he complied 
with the bylaw would not have 
to pay a license. 

Ald. McLeod thought the 
council should have some 
guarantee from the coal men that 
the monopoly it granted would 
not be worked to the detriment 
of the consumer. Several of 
the dealers present expressed a 
willingness to give a guarantee 
as to price. 

Ald. Boyle pointed out that 
the council had the power under 


the charter to fix the price at] ~ 


which commodities could be sold 
in the city. Mr. Ewing thought 
the city would have some trouble 
in procuring these if the council 
exercised the right too freely. 

R. May pointed out that this 
power of the council was all the 
guarantee needed. If the coal- 
men put up the price the council 
could go‘after them. 

A. E. May suggested, on 
being asked, that a fee of $300 
would be satisfactory to the 
dealers. 

Ald. Boyle doubted the power 
of the council to pas the required 
legislation. 

The petition was referred to 
the License and Police commit- 
tee to report after having obtain- 
ed the solicitor’s advice as to the 
council’s jurisdiction in the case.

TERRITORIAL HORSE 
BREEDERS MEET. 


A meeting of the Directors of 
the ‘Territorial! Horse Breeders 
Association was recentiy held at 
Calgary. The President J. A. 
Turner, cecupied thechair. Seere- 
tary Peterson explained that the 
object of the meeting was to make 
final» arrangements respecting the 
proposed Territorial Horse Fair, 
which the last annual meetiag 
decided should be organized by 
the Association. After some dis- 
eussion it was decided to hold the 
fair at Victoria Park, Calgary, on 
the 4h, Sth and 6th of April. 
The annual meeting will be held 
at 3 p. m. on the 4th of April. 
The date of the Fourth Annual 
Stallion Show, which has hitherto 
been held in conjunction with the 
May cattle sale was then consider- 
ed. The consensus of opinion was 
that the most appropriate time for 
holding this event would be while 
the korse fair was in progress and 
it was finally decided to amaiga- 
mate the Fair and the Stallion 
Show, and also to extend the 
latter and organize a horse show 
along the same lines of that held 
annually in Toronto. Classes wil) 
be provided for Stallions, Draught 
teams, and Geldings, Agricultural 
teams, Driving teams, Single 
drivers, and Saddlers, and the foal 
show which proved so popular last 
year will be continue@. Dr. Hobbs 
V. S. of Calgary was appointed 
Honorary Veterinarian. 

The object of the Horse Fair is 
to bring buyer and seller together 
and all deals will be made private- 
ly in the same manner as at all 
live stock centres in the United 
States. Outside buyers are 


generally deterred from purchasing 


in the West owing to a lack of 
knowledge of the country and the 
timo, trouble and expense involved 
in visiting the individual’ ranchers 
to make up carloads. ‘I'he annual 
horse fair will solve this difficulty 
effectively and is, therefore, with 
the support of the breeders, bound 
to be a success. The fair is or- 
ganized in the interest of the 
members of the Association and 
ander the direct control and 
management of the breeders them- 
selves, the charges will, therefore, 
be based on the actual cost of the 
venture. An entry fee of $1.00 
per head wiil be charged and a 
sale fee of $2.00 for animals dis- 
posed of. A charge for hay and 
accommodation of twenty-five 
cents per head per day will aleo 
be collected. Entries for the 
Horse Fair and Show will close 
on the 20th of March. Ary 
breeders having horses to enter 
may obtain forms and other infor- 
mation from C. W. Peterson, 
Secretary Live Stock Associations, 
Calgary.
